London, Feb. 3.—“My right hon- 

orable friend, the member from West 

Birmingham,"’ as Austen Chamber- 

lain described his father, was the | 
central figure in the drama that 

marked the opening of Parliamont 

yesterday. 

Yor tho first time in years Joseph 
Chamberlain took his seat as a pri- 
vote momber of tho House of Com- 
mons, and was separated fom his 
former colleagues in the Cabinet by 
the gangway. From this seat he saw 
his son act as loader of the Houso 
of Commons, a position which Jo- 
soph Chamberlain, with all hia years 
of Parliamentary experience, mnover 
attalned. 

Bannerman's Satire. 


Premier Balfour wag unable to be 
present becauso of influenza. When 
Austen Chamberlain rose to reply 
In behalf of the party, of which his 
own father is supposed to be tho 
most powerful member, the House 
was spellbound. Il had been expect- 
ed Sir Akers-Douglas would take the 
Premier’s place, and interest was ol- 
80 heightened by the fact that Sir 
Henry Campbell-Pannerman, the Lib- 
eral leader, had just concluded a 
‘merciless satire on Joseph Cham- 
berlain. The situation was without 
parallel in the recollection of the 
oldest politician, and all eyes were 
fixed alternately upon the father and 
the son. 

Joseph Chamberlain, who had sat 
unmoved under the ridicule of the 
Liberal leader, turned nervously to- 
ward his son, who now takes pre- 
cedence over him.

Foreign Legations at Pekin Ex- 
pect War Very Soon. 


RUSSIAN REPLY FORECASTED 


Kussian Fleet at Viadivesteok Bald to Be 
Stripped For Action—The Harber Kept 
Open By Icebreakers—Composition 
of the Russian Flest—Orders 
For Navol Mobilization Sent 
to Port Arthur. 


London, eb. 3.—The Pekin cor- 
respondent af The Times says: The 
best opinion of the foreign Legations 
at Pekin ts that the opening of war 
is only a question of days. 

The Russian reply to the Japanese 
note of January 13th should reach 
Admiral Alexieff to-morrow. It is 
known to be unfavorable, finally re- 
jecting the Japanese demand that 
Russia onter into an engagement to 
recognize Chinese sovereignty in 
Manchurla. The reply cannot be ac- 
cepted by Japan, and is not meant 
to be accepted. Japan has not 
madifiled the irreducible minimum of 
her reasonable demands, but since 
they were first presented Russia has 
caused a material alteration in tho 
situation, by delaying her replies and 
proclaiming her advocacy of peace 
while pressing forward preparations 
for war, 

Russian Fleet Equipped. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 8.—A dea- 
patch from Vladivostock, dated yes- 
terday and issued here by a semi- 
official agency, says tho Russian fect 
at Vladivostock has been fully equip- 
ped for immediate service and pre- 
pared for sea. All the wood fittings 
of the ships were removed Mondsy. 
The harbor is being kept open by 
ice-breakers. 

The fleet consists of four cruisers. 
the Gromober (of 12,336 tons), the 
Rossia (12,180 tons), the Bogatyr 
(of 6,750 tons) and the MRurik (of 
10,928 tons), and a transport, the

These reas- 
ons account for the short supply, and 
for the det2rmination of the refiners 
to wind ug the concern if the supply 
is not forthcoming this year. The 
farmers are strongly appealed to too 
put their shoulder to the wheel.

On motion of Mr. Scully, a depu- 
tation representing the South Vic- 
toria Agricultural Society, was heard 
asking for a grant to assist in im- 
proivng and enlarging the present 
fair grounds iu Lindsay. 

Mr. Johnston Ellis, the President 
of the Society, said the time had now 
come when Some improvements 
should be made, The present accom- 
modation was quile insufficient, as 
exhibilors in live stock were in- 
creasing yearly, consequently more 
sheds must be provided. A common 
subject for talk among the farmers 
ig Lindsay's small fair-grounds, and 
unless (ths oew buildings required 
were supplied and the grounds en- 
larged the show would go back. Out- 
sido of Toronto and Ottawa the fair 
at Lindsay is one of the best, andit 
is for the citizens of the county ‘to 
persevere and make it a still better 
show. The proposed inprovements 
will cost about $4,000 and there is 
about $1,500 to the eredit of Lhe So- 
ciety ia the bank. Lindsay, Mari- 
posa and Ops will make grants, and 
as this is a County Fair, and the peo- 
ple of the county at large are in- 
terested, it was hoped the County 
Council would see fit to make a 
grant of about $700. 

Mr, GB. H. Wopkins was the next 
speaker. It was in 1870 that the pre- 
sent grounds were purebased. At 
tbat time the Connty gave o grant 
of $700, Lindsay $300, Ops $200, and 
Verulam a Small grant. During 
the intervening years we have had 
fine shows, but of late years the ex- 
hibitirs and attendance have inereas- 
ed so much that the present grounds 
are entirely inadequate to accommo- 
date the crowd. Since 1870 two acres 
have been odded to the grounds, but 
in order to mect present and future 
needss about four and a half acres 
additional will have to be purchased.

overseers there may be. Nhe specials 
should be strangers to the locality 
they are working in. As to the 
guides it might be a good plan to 
have them licensed by the Goyern- 
menc and no one allowed to act as 
guide without a license, (Conviction 
of any infraction of the regulations 
regarding Lhe number or siza would 
mican the loss of the license.. Doubt

Have Been Burned Over. 


4,500 Wulldings, Gone Up in Smoko— 
Fire Cheoked Aftor 88 Hours of 


Stranuons Fighting—No Lives - 


Were Lost During the Great 
Conflagiation. 


Baltimore, Feb. 9.—Baltimore is 
staggering under a fire loss which no 
one has the temerity to put into 
figures. Tho important commercial 
district is a mass of blaekened ruins, 
the result of a conflagration which 
raged without even a momentary 
check from 10.45 a.m. Sunday until 
8 o'clock yesterday afternoon, when 
the officials agreed the flames wero 
under control. The fire raged nearly 
38 hours, in spile of almost super- 
human efforts put forth by the best 
fighting forces which more than half 
a dozen cltios mustered. 

140 Acres Burned Over. 

Throughout the terrlble  contost 
which firemen and firg waged for 
supremacy, humanity was handicap- 
ped by a galo which carried burning 
brands to remote sections. But for 
{he work of volunteers {n extinguish- 
ing these embers, it is almost cer- 
fain the burned area would have 
been much greater, As it is, about 
75 blocks, or 140 acres, are gone. 
The burned district is within the 
territory bounded on the west by 
Liberay street, on tho north by Lex- 
ington, on tho east by Jones Falls 
and on the south by Basin.

Viesroy Alexief Reports Defeat in Gener-

St. Petersburg, Feb. 10.—An offi- 
cial despatch received here, says that 
Japanese torpedo boats have attack- 
ed the Russian squadron in the outer 
roads at Port-Arthur, and that threo 
Russian boats were damaged. 

Admiral Alexicfi’s official report of 
the attack by the Japaneso is as fol- 
Jows: ‘I most respectfully inform 
your Majesty that at or about mid- 
night on Feb. 8-9, Japanese torpedo 
boats made a sudden attack by meang 
of mines upon the Russian squadron 
in the outer roads of the fortress of 
Port Arthur, in which the battle- 
ships Retvizan and Czarevitch and 
the cruiser Pallada were damaged, 
An inspection is being made to as- 
cerlain the character of the dam-

Insurance companies have opened 
temporary offices in the Lexington 
Hotel, but their representatives de- 
cline to estimate the loss.

factories the improvement of their 
buildings and surroundings, and lo 
persuade them lo i, he sani- 
tary condilions th ( Thitd,—To 


instruct tho maker, when neeessiry, 
to improve the |malnufactiure) of 
cheese, Pourth.—To test the milk of 
the patrons of the various factorica, 
when found necessary, and to endeay- 
or lo improve the product of the fac- 
tories over which they had control. 

While cyerything in connection 
with tho working of this syndicate 
system was not a gatisfactory asyye

frigeraling machines. Their cream- 
ery refrigerators are kept fairly 
cold, but they have no refrigerator 
cars such as we have. The secret of 
their success is that the butter is 
shipped from the creameries twice a 
week to cold slorage, nwhere it isim- 
mediately placed in a chamber at 
ten degrees and hold there until for- 
warded to England. It must be at 
least four full days in store before it 
is shipped, to give time for thorough 
freezing to the centre of the package. 
Although the butter is sometimes 
carried several hundred miles fo the 
London steamer, its (temperature 
must bo below freezing point of aya- 
ter; otherwise it will be refused and 
sent to a cold storage to be re-frozen. 
It is placcd-in the steamer with fro- 
zon mutton, which must be kept at 
a low temperature. It is easy to 
handled in 
such a manner, although it {s two 
months old when it reaches the mar- 
kot, will have more life jin it than 
some of our butter, which has been 
held two or three weeks in a cream- 
ery at a tomperaturé of 40 to 50 de- 
grees. If our creamery owners and 
patrons axpect to compete with the 
Danes, who are so close to the mar- 
ket, und with the New Zealanders, 
who employ such low temperatures 
almost from tho day their butter is 
mado, it is timo they were making ao 
moro serious effort to improve mat- 
ters at their end.

In Jooking through a goodly num- 
ber af Canidian eekly np wspapers— 
dailios, (oo—for exuynples of adver- 
tisiog, I was struck iwith the ab- 
sence of grocery advertisements. 
There were dry goods announcements 
in obundance, but comparatively lit- 
tla grocery adyoentising: Just haw 
to explain this condition of affairs is 
hard. Ll would seern, hawever, to in- 
dicate that the grocery dealers bellt- 
tle the value of advyentislog; that 
is, so far as their business is concern- 
ed. I cannot do otherwise than con- 
sider il short-sighted, andaynisuge of 
opporlunily for a grocery dealer of 
any pre(ention orambition mot to ad- 
yerlise. Accordingly, [ desire at this 
particular time, at the opening of a 
new year, lo talk over yery briefly 
this subject. q I ih 

With a gved many, the questicn of 
cost Is ths barricr that stands inthe 
way of (their advertising. ‘The 
uncertainity of its “paying” is a 
sufficient reason for them to yefuse 
to Spund money op advertising. The 
lnlangible character of the tramsac- 
tlon is so presence with them in their 
consideration of the subject that they 
think of advertising a8 nothing more 
or less than a gamble. Others, agala 
arb unable to judge the value of the 
newspaper space, and ure inclined Lo 
think any proposal by a publisher as 
being decidedly too profitable for the 
publisher, and dislike exceedingly to

enter into any contract where the 
profits are so enormous. 
This question of the cost of ad- 


vorlising is very apt to be viewed in 
a very wrong and narraw way. No 
nowspaper publisher can guarantee 
that an advertisement in his paper 
will bo profitable, yet this is just 
what many a merchant wishes the 
publisher to do, A publisher sells 
space, nothing more, nothing less. 
Ho offers space in his paper, three 
laches deep, six inches deep, one col- 
umn wide, two columns wide, three 
columus wide, He sells space and 
this space is worth” money; how 
much money depends upon the extent 
und character of the circulation. He 
gives merchant; in opportunity 
(hrough the use of space in his paper 
to tell the community what to buy, 
aod where to buy. An opportunity, 
to tull 500, 1,000, or.3,000 families, a 
large portion of whose money is be- 


ing Spent daily for groceries, why 
this money should be spent at one 
store rather than at another, is 


worth no small sum toa wideawake, 
aggressive, ambitious retailer. Such 
a man has every week several excell- 
ent reasons for inviting these fam- 
ifics, the hsacs of the households, .o 
his store, and there is no cheaper, 
speedier, better way to acquaint buy- 
ers with his eekly offeriags than 
by sngagiag space in a local paper. 

In dismissing this question of the 
cost of advertising let me say that 
a better question is—What ‘will ad- 
vertising yiold? Advertising can 
yield, will yield, and does yield va most 
profitable return on the money spent 
—if doue rightly. L know grocery 
dealers in towns where conditions are 
much the sume as those that exist 
inalmost every community this whole 
country over, who are ready tosay 
that they could not do business with- 
out advertising. The cost of adyer+ 
tising doesn’t concern {hem; the 
necessity of advertising was long 
ago admitted. The business produc- 
lng power of advertising is daily per- 
ceived. But these poen. put their 
whole thought into their announce- 
ments to the public and fill the space 
they employ with news that throbs 
wilh the activity of a busy store, 

Tho purpose of this department of 
Advertising Suggestion tnd Criti- 
cism in “The Grocer” is to assist re- 
tailers in the advertising. If any 
Grocery dealer feels himself unabre 
to write adyerlisempngs that  jyill 
sell goods, he will find in these col- 
umns cyery week something cal- 
culated to help him in this direction; 
it his diffioultiss are not being met 
or touched upon, he is urged to write 
a personal letter to the editor, who 
ls ever ready to give what assistance 
he oan to any interested in this de- 
fartment, 

There is anather phase of the ad- 
verUising problem related to cost, yet 
quite another matter ; famely, the 
question of what space to use. It 
will bo found in mogt cases that a 
small, short, pointed, specific, nicely 
sot up advertisement will do more 
work than ono which is long, indef- 
invite, and loose looking. The tempta- 
tion is to tell too much, and the dan- 
ger of a long story is that most of 
it will be forgotten. There is pvaste 
in advertising, some of it inevitable, 
just as the carpenter's plane makes 
waste; some of it preventable. And 
there is a waste in not advertising. 
The greater waste is the latter.

Last year 
was one of the best years in the his- 
tory of British Columbia for mining 
and all companies did well,” 

, When asked if the Americans ship- 
ped lumber into the Qanadian {terj- 
tories, Mr. Adair replied, “Yes, and 
it's to bs regretted. The Canadian 
Government should take the matter 
up. I don’t believe in barring any- 
body from making a living, bat when 
tho Americans have laws protecting 
tehir industries, then the Canadians 
should follaw suit.”

The Present Protection Costs, 
(Weekly Sun, Toronto.) 

According to the Qanadian Year 
Book, an official! publication issued by 
the Dominion Government, “manu- 
faclured articles ready for consump- 
lion,” were imported into Canada 
in 1902 to the value of $74,000,000, and 
the duty paid on these imports was 
fourteen and a quarter millions, or 
211-4 per cent. In addition we im- 
ported $14,000,000 worth of articles

nearly 541-2 per cent. The duties 
paid under these two heads, taken 
togather, amount to $21,500,000, But

millions. - 

In this article, however, it is pro- 
posed to deal solely with the burden 
imposed by the tariff, averaging 
241-4 per cent. on manufactured ar- 
ticles of a class in every-day use by 
the common people.

It is safe ito 
Say that our purchases of articles. of 
homo manufacture were at least 
equal to our purchases of articles of 
like class imported from abroad; in 
olher words, that for every dollar's 
worth of British and foreign maau- 
faclured goods imported we bought 
avolher dolJars worth of the “made 
in Canada’ kind, In both oases we 
paid a fourth more than the actual 
value of the goods, as determined by

easo ths extra fourth was puid by the 
Dominion Government in the form of 
Customs revenue on imported foods ; 
in tho other it was paid to the home 
manufactured in the form of- extra 
pric» charged for that which he sold 
us. 

Add these two overcharges togeth- 
er and the total is $28,500,000, or an 
avorage of $28 for each family in 
ths Dominion. That is the amount 
the people of this country paid in 1902 
for actual necessities, in the form of 
manufactured goods over and above 
the real valae of the same, and they 
pald this as tho result of tho exist- 
fnee of a protective tariff. averaging

At the time tho 
enemy's advance squadroh was for 
the most part outside of Port Ar- 
thur. Of the advance squadron at 
least the battleship Poltava, the 
protected cruiser Askold and two 


others appeared to have been struck 
by our torpedoes. 

“On Feb, 9 at noon our flect ad- 
vanced in the offing of Port Arthur 
Bay and attacked the rest of the 
enemy's ships about 10 minutes. ‘Uhe 
result of the altuck is not yet known 
but it is believed considerable dam- 
age was inflicted on the enemy, and 
I believe they were greatly demor- 
alized. They stopped fighting about 
1 o'clock, and appeared to retreat 
into the harbor. in this action tho 
damuge to our fleet was very slight, 
and our fighting strengt is nol in 
the least decreased. The nuinher of 
killed and wounded was 58.

Nor is there 
any reason to suppose that matters 
have mended sinoe, for putty rivets 
in battleships, sand in shells and sub- 
doarine mines in place of melinite or 
Guncotton, have been frequent even 
io far later years—facts well known 
oo the Qhina station, 

Wurther, it is pamticularly in the 
tood supply that matters atand worse 
and the appalling carelessness and 
dirt in, tha preparation of the men’s 
service rations are too loathsome for 
reproduction. 

There is also an entire absence of 
all spoitary control in the camps and 
maroh quarters, and the general ig- 
norance of military hygiene is almost 
lnoonveivable to men with Indian ex- 
perience, 

Disease the Conqueror. 

What proportions epidemic dis- 
ease cam ussumé under such condit- 
lons is sufficiently shown by the fact 
that of the 850,000 Russiune who 
crossed the Danube in 1877 not 69,- 
000 remained fit for duty in the 
whole army Six pyeeks ater the 
treaty of Sain Stefano. It wos the 
knowledge of this fact nvhioh en-- 
abled Lord Beaconsfield. to bring us 
back peace with honor from Berlin. 

ft is not so well known how, mat- 
ters stand with Japan, Speaking 
generally, though in Chinu the indi- 
vidual is honest and the state cor- 
rnpt, in Japan the reverse appears 
'o bo the case, for though an honest 
sdministration formed of corrupt 
subordinates seems an inconceivable 
conjunction, yet all evidence wo have 
points to the fact. 

Certainly (the keenest eyes at 
work in the Chino-Japamese war, and 
more recently in the Boxer troubles, 


will 


failed to detect effects due to this 
Cause cither in Japan’s army or 
navy; and the only explanation that 


buggests itself to me is that 
Europeans who have found the Jap- 
anese deficient in business morality 
have had nothing to do with the rul- 
ing classes or the fighting forces, and 
have generajized too hastily fram a 
part to the whole, 

Difficulty of Transport. 

All sources of possible tronble aro 
elimioated in ocean transport, for 
the highway of the aca costs nothing 
for repairs and maintenance. And this 
difference in transport conditions at 
Goce climinates theapparent advan- 
taga of Russia’s enormous numer- 
ical superiority, even if ather causes 
—tha trouble in Macedonia and the 
need of reserving internal tranquil- 
ity—were not in existence to hamper 
her. 

On paper Russia actually has avail- 
able for all purposes eight million 
armed meo* Japan probably nearly 
two million; but it would be easicr 
and cheaper for the latter to main- 
tain one million in (Corea than for 
Russia to mass and feed a quarter 
of that number in the same country, 
This goes very far indeed tawarda re- 
dressing the financial balance against 
Japan. 

Japan certainly cannot invade the 
heart of the Russian Empire, but 
can Russia serlously threaten her ex- 
istonce? After the Elswick battle- 
ship, crufsers, und destroyers have 
had their say, the balance of floating 
power on the Russian side will be 
very Small indeed. It would need 

the whole strength of the British 
navy at least to establish an ¢ffec- 
tiva blockade of the island kingdom.

RUSSIA SQUEALS 


Czar’a Government Addresses 
Vigorous Note to the Powers. 


LAW OF NATIONS VIOLATED 


‘Two [stances Cited Hy Russia Against 
Japan im the Conduct of the War Up 
to the Proseat Timo—Thr. ing 
Noutral Fert and Attacking Port 
‘Arthur Before Declaration

Woshington, Feb. 28.—Russia is 
addressing to the powers a vigorous 
communication charging Japan with 
repeated violation of tho law of na- 
tions.

St. Petersburg, Feb. 24.—The Ja- 
Ppancse, who were hanged by Russi- 
aps in Manchuria, for attempting to 
biow up the railroad bridge over the 
Sungari River, were disguised as 


coolles. They were arrested just as 
they were about to make the at- 
tempt. Inquiry revealed that they 


were Japanese officers of the general 
staff, named Col. Assa{ of the Engi- 
neers, and Licuts. Zonalascha and 
Kasurata of the Sappors. They were 
hanged from the girders of the 
bridge.

40,000 JAPS LAND. 


An Engagement Said to Mave Occurred 
on Might of Feb. 12. 


London, Feb. 24.—Ths Che Foo 
correspondent of The Morning Post, 
under yestérday’s date, says 40,000 
tuore Japanese troops have landed, 
at Chemulpo, and that he had re 
ceived confirmation of the report 
that some Japanese have landed at 
Pigeon Bay, others at Talicnwan, 
and that an engagement occurred 
on the night of Feb. 12. 

According to The Standard’s cor- 
respondent at Scoul, the Japancse 
bombarded Port Arthur at intervals 
between the 8th and the 14th of 
February, inflicting, however, but 
slight Injuries. The report is con- 
firmed, this correspondent continues, 
that 70 miles of railroad track and 
sone important bridges have been 
destroyed between Harbin and Val- 
divostock. 

If the latter report is true it would 
be a great advantage to the Japan- 
ese, as Vladivostock is Imown to 
be very badly supplied, and it there- 
force could not Jong resist a Japan- 
ese attack. Thero is stil], however, 
no news of actual operations of any 
| dking. 

Tn ao despatch from Tokio, a cor- 
respondent of The Times SayS soma 
hundreds of Cossacks reached Chong- 
Ju, 80 miles south of the Yalu Riv- 
er, tho afternoon of Feb. 20. Thirty 
troopers crossed the river at Kazan, 
the ‘same evening, thus arriving 
within 45 miles of Pingyang, Corea. 
It is understood the Dict will mect 
the middle of March for the intro- 
duction of the war budget.

The 
lifting of the embargo, which has 
existed for generations upon the free 
transmission of news from Russia, 
came as a direct result of considera- 
tion of tho subject by the Czar. In 
Some respects the action is regardett 
as tho most important since the 
emancipation of the sorfs. 

The internal censorship is to be re- 
(aracu, our roreign aespaccnes are to 
be ontirely free. Inasmuch as a state 
of war exists telegrams from ‘the 
theatre of hostilities will be subject 
to the same kind of military cen- 
sorship enforced in all countrios un- 
der similar circumstances.

St. Petersburg, Feb. 20.—Paul Les- 
gar, Russian Minister at Pekin, has 
telegraphed that Yuanshaikli, com- 
mander-in-chief of the Chinese army, 
intends to send 10,000 men from 
Pootingfu to Shanhaikwan.

—Tho officials at the Militia Depart- 
ment aro not blind to the possibill< 
ties that may arise in connection 
with hostilities in the Far Bast, If 
Great Britain becomes involved in 


the struggle Canada may have to 
defend its eastern and western 
coasts. The cffective defence of this 


country would be tho greatest ser- 
vice Canada could render to the Bri- 
tish Empire. In the case of war it 
would leave the British forces free to 
strike a blow elsewhere. There ie 
reason to believe that inquiries are 
secrotly being made as to tho length 
of timo it would take to mobilize 
and oquip troops for the defenca of 
those parts of Canada most open to 
attack. It is no scaret that Lord 
Dundonald would like to be ina 
Position to place 100,000 men in the 
fleld in case of emergency. But tho 
best that Camada could do just 
now, perhaps, would be to place 
50,000 or 60,000 mon in the field, 
all of whom, however, would not be 
armed with the Lec-Enfield rifle. But 
any deficiency {n that regard could 
bo quickly made up by the Ross rifle 
factory, which has now begun to 
manufacturg small-arms. The Ross 
rifle is said to be a much better 
weapon than the LeeEnfield. It {a 
fervently hoped that the occasion for 
a call to armis may not arise; but it 
is wel] to be prepored for eventuali- 
ties. ‘Defence, not deflance,’’ is ro- 
garded as Canada’s motto.

unsuilable for ugricullure, upon 
which there were quantities of this 


class of timber. Since 1887 hard- 
wood had been exempted from cut- 
ting. It would be the Government's 
duty to make an effort to see wheth- 
er some policy could nol he submit- 
ted with this end in view. 

The Government proposed Lo ascer- 
tain the amount of timber on the 
islands in Lake Temigami, It was 
proposed to ascertain how these isl- 
ands can he made available for tour- 
ist trae, 

Laberors For Ontarle Farms, 


After dealing with the cost of im- 
migration, he said tho Government 
was doing something to eve the 
scarcity of farm laborers in On- 
tario About 2,000 were found em- 
ployment on farms in the province, 
and altogether about 5,000 were 
provided for. ‘This year applications 


‘A low estimate, Mr. Davis said, 
showed that there was still ten bil- 
Jion feet or good while pine standing

Important Announcements. 

Mr. Davis also made several im-

©.P.R. and the Soo branch of that 
Toad, has been set aside, making 
the total reservation of virgin for- 
est in the Province 9,000 square 
miles. Regulations for the cutting 
of mature trees on these reserves, 
which are being formulated, Mr. 
Davis estimated, would add several 
million dollars a year to the value 
of timber of the Province, giving as 
largo a revenue as is now received 
from the Crown lands. Tho Com- 
Missioner also foreshadowed the in- 
troduction of a measure by the Min- 
jetes of Agriculture, providing for 

overnment aid to the reforesting of 
‘the farms in tho older portions of 
the Province, 

Erroneons Statements Nalled.

Speech respecting the timber of the 
Province were especially interesting.

balween Japan and China was 
agcom plished all ja Powers 
came on the seone. France, Ger- 


many and Russia brought such pres- 
sure Lo bear upon Japan, whose re- 
sistance was weakened by her recent 
war, that sho was forced to give up 
tho whole of ber gquisilions, re- 
taining only tho Island of Formosa. 
Russia, Franco and Germany then 
posed as the “friends of China.” Rus- 
sia oponly avowed her ampition to 
oblain an ico free port ag an outlet 


to her Siberian possessions ; also 
“the right to carmy the Siberian 
Railway across Ohinese territory 


from ‘Stretensk (to (Viadivosteck.” 
This railway gave Russia a grasp’ on 
Northern Majqhunia. France der 
manded a “rectification of frontier 
in the Mekong Valley” and certain 
“railway and mining righ(s in Kiang- 
ski and Yunnan.” Both Powers _ob- 
tained concessiofis of land at Han- 
ow. Russia also refonlified Port 
Arthor, and by way of a_ further 
hold guaran(eed Qhina a four per 
cenf. loan of £15,000,000,. 

While Russia and France were pro- 
filing by what they were pleased in 
diplomatic vorbiage to call “the gen- 
erosity of China,’ Germany procced- 
ed to help herself by seizing the Bay 


of Kiachow. SubsequenUy the 
cession was amade in a ninety-nine 
years’ lease, avith full powers to 


bu’ 1 fortifications and docks. 

In December the Russian fleet 
was senc to winter in Port Arthur, 
and th: request was made by the 
Russian Ambassador in London that 
the two British cruisers already 
there should be withdrawn, In or- 
der to avoid friction in the Russian 
sphere of influence.” This was com- 
plied with, and at the time was con- 
sidered by some to be a diplomatic 
weakness on the part of Great Bri- 
ain. 

Jo Mareh Russia, scrowptority 
demanded a lease of Port Arthur, and 
the adjoining anchorage of Tallen- 
‘wan. Tle occupation of Port Ar- 
thur by Russia was immediately fol- 
lowed by a concession to build a line 
of railway from the point morth- 
west to connect vith the Siberian 
trunk line in North Manchuria. Great 
Britain then obtained a lease of Wei- 
hai-wei, and formally took possess- 
ion of it on the evaguajtion bythe Jap- 
anese troops in 1898, 

While the Chinese Government de- 
cided, after much hesitation, to per- 
mit’ the construction of railways 
with foreign capital, the hands of all 
the Powers were again stretched 
forth to graSp all that came within 
their reach. Germany obtained rights 
in the Province of Shamtung, France 
had previously obtained recognition 
in ths Southern Provinces of Kwan- 
'shi and Yuonan, and Russia clearly 


indicated that she considered Man- 
churia pcculiarly her own. Great 
Britaio, though indicating her pref- 


erence for “the apen door policy,” yet 
was forced to fall in nvith what was 
(ben known as “the spheres of inflo- 
ence.” She claimed the Yangtse Val- 
ley, The Ttalian Government, not 
wishing to be outdone in the gentle 
art of annexation, applied for a lease 
of a coaling station at Sannun on 
‘(he coast of Ghekiang, together with 
ta grant of railway nad mining rights 
in that proyince. Never was the old 
Saying b2lter exemplified, “One man 
can steal the horse while ithe other 
may nol look over the stable door.” 
The Italian request was bluntly re-~ 
fused, and orders were sent to Chin- 
ese soldiers to resist any attempt at 
landing of troops from Italian men- 
of-war. These precautions vere, 
however, unnecessary, as [laly pyith- 
drew her yequest, deciding “discre- 
lion was the better pant of valor.” 

In 1899 Talienwin and Kiachew 
were (hrown open by Russia and Ger- 
‘many lo foreign trade, and America 

and Great Britain tried to gain the 

adhesion of the other Powers to the 
, ‘open door policy.” A definite step 
towards the maintenance of this 
“policy was oblained by the agreement 
concluded in 1900 betiveen the British 
and German Governments. 

| When the second payment of the 
indemnity from China, to Japan  be- 
came due Great Britain offered a 
loan lo ®Ohina on advantageous 
terms. At the last moment Qhina re- 
fused, owing as she said, “lo the 

(hrealening attitude of Russia.” The 
British Minister took advantage of

| traffic. Mining concessions were al- 
so made to Great Britain, 

A Franco Belgian Syindieale  en- 
,deavored to obtain a trunk line from 
Hankow to Pekin. A British com- 
pany also tendered, and was explic- 
itly promised the contract, but ow- 
ing to ths pressure from the French 
and Germano Powers, the contract, 
was given fo the Frainco-Belgian syn- 
aicato. As an offset to this, lhe Brit- 
ish Minister immediately required 
and oblained a grant of all the rail- 
way concessions for which British 
syndicates were then negotiating.

Looking over the field of our pre- 
gont resources in their rolation to 
revenue, it can be seen that they af- 
ford prospects of yielding a princcly 
pormanent income for two or three 
generations to come, that is, if the 
sums careful policy of conservation 
is carried out. On our forest reser- 
ves, consisting of cut-over lamds, a 
naw crop, equal in values to the orig- 
inal growth, will ba availoble in an- 
other fifty years.

PRANCE AND CANADA. 


Three Reports Received at Ottawa From 
Canadian Commissioncrs. 


Ottawa, Feb. 23.—The Department 
of Trade and Commerce has received 
three reports yesterday morning from 
the commercial agents at Paris, Bir- 
mingham and Leeds. Mr. Pomdron of 
Taris says that there {s a market 
for Canadian corundum in France. 

He has talked it over with an im- 
portant official as to Canadian cor- 
undum getting the advantage of the 
minimum tariff, and learned that if 
Canada would reciprocate by reduc- 
ing its duty on an article not now 
included in the French treaty then a 
recommendation would be made to 
the French Parliament to admit 
Canadian corundum as crushed em- 
ery at $8 per ton. To get this done 
would require an act of the French 
Parliament. 

J. B. Jackson of Leeds writes that 
the shipowners of Hull are anxious 
for a direct service with Canada. If 
there were a direct service there 
would be plenty of trade, and the 
British people would prefer to handlo 
Canadian goods instead of American 
if they got the opportunity. 


ETENDED TO NEW ZEALAND. 


Dominion Government Grants That Col- 
ony Our 33 1-3 Per Cent. Preference. 
Ottawa, Feb, 23.—After 

ideration of the recent tariff of 

Zealand, under which a prefer- 

ence was granted to Great Britain 

and Canada, the Dominion Govern- 
ment have reached the conclusion 
that the tarifi of New Zealand is on 
the whole as favorable to Canada as 
that of the Dominion is to the far 
distant island colony. Accordingly 
an order in council has been passed 
extending lo Ne saland the Cana- 
dian preference of 38 1-3 per cent.
